WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Army Surgeon General’s office 
reports 56.5 per cent of Missou­ 
ri draftees given pre-induction 
examinations

1963 were 
found acceptable. This exceeds 
the national average of 50 per 
cent. 
The report showed that of the 
11,545 draftees examined in 
Missouri 6.524 were found ao 
ceptable. Of the 5,021 who were 
disqualified. 2,746 were turned 
down on medical grounds; 1,' 
959 failed on mental tests; 203 
failed both medical and mental 
tests and 113 were disqualified 
for “administrative reasons."

It bore 
out the belief that Khrushchev 
was forced from rule at a dra­ 
matic, secret meeting of the 
Soviet Communist leadership. 
W.Averell Harriamn,former 
U.S. ambassador to Russia,and 
UJ5. undersecretary of state for 
political affairs, said Friday 
night that Khrushchev told him 
last year he would step down 
after his 70th birthday and even 
named his successors. Harri- 
man said in a talk at Muncie, 
Ind., that the only surprise in 
Khrushchev’s demise “is the 
manner in which it happened.** 
Pravda, organ of the Commu­ 
nist party, shed light on the 
purge Friday in a bitter denun­ 
ciation of the ousted chief. 
Without naming him, it accused 
Khrushchev of “hair-brained 
scheming, 
immature conclu­ 
sions and hasty decisions and 
actions divorced from reality, 
bragging and phrasemongering, 
commandism and unwillingness 
to take into account the achieve­ 
ments of science and practical 
experience.** 
* 
Though, in effect, accusing 
Khrushchev of dictatorship, the 
newspaper said the policies of 
peaceful coexistence of the 
former ruler would be carried 
out. It also said Khrushchev's 
support tor the new nations of 
Asia and Africa and his plans 
for a Communist summit show­ 
down with Red China would be 
continued. 
A foreigner who talked with 
Khrushchev last month said the 
premier was almost obsessed 
with the Chinese challenge. & 
was his handling of Russian- 
Chinese relations that some 
non-Communist observers say 
swung the balance against him 
when the Communist leadership 
met Monday. 
Khrushchev at the time was 
rejoicing at his vacation villa on 
the Black Sea over news that 
the Soviet Union had sent into 
orbit the first multi-passenger 
space ship. 
„ 
The premier had invited Gas­ 
ton Palewski, French minister 
for nuclear and space research, 
for a talk and lunch on Tues­ 
day. 
But the meeting was 
pushed up to 9:30 a.m. and then 
cut short. 
Palewski recalled that Khru­ 
shchev talked about state af­ 
fairs with the air of a man who 
was confident of running them 
for some time. He appeared in 
good health. 
Khrushchev excused himself, 
saying he had to fly back to 
Moscow to greet the cosmo­ 
nauts. 
Palewski left and Khrushchev 
vanished, so far as the public 
was concerned. 
He has not been mentioned 
since by press or radio except 
for the terse announcement that 
he had resigned. 
Khrushchev arrived in Mos­ 
cow early Tuesday afternoon. 
But, it was the landing of people 
like I. A. Benediktov, Soviet 
ambassador 
in 
India, 
feat 
caused concern. 
Benediktov is a member of 
the Central Committee that 
makes decisions for the Soviet 
Communist party. Most of the 
170 members had been in Mos­ 
cow secretly and had already 
begun meeting. 
The nucleus of the committee, 
its Presidium, met Tuesday 
night, with Khrushchev present. 
It reportedly voted to remove 
him from his most important 
job, first secretary of the com­ 
mittee. 
That happened once before, in 
1957. But Khrushchev struck 
back by calling together the full 
committee in which he had a 
majority of support. Under the 
chairmanship of Mikhail Suslov, 
a steely aide to Stalin, the com­ 
mittee 
then 
ousted 
Khru­ 
shchev’s opponents, including 
former Premiers G, M. Malen­ 
kov arid V. M. Molotov. 
K was different this time. 
The 
committee 
met with 
Khrushchev Wednesday at its 
big grey office building four 
blocks from the Kremlin.

Hof hardy souls risked coming to America to 
^ seek their fortunes and had as their primary 
^purpose the amassing of wealth. Needless to 
m say , most of these were greatly disappointed, 
Vbut they soon exchanged their dream of quick 
^ riches for the more substantial life to be 
gained through hard work. 
€ In almost every country of Europe at the 
« Stime America was being settled, there was 
^an established church or state religion. Those 
¿ » who conscientiously believed in some other 
Tfaith besides the established church often found 
themselves the objects of persecution. Thus 
we had Pilgrims and Puritans coming to Mas­ 
sachusetts, Quakers to Pennsy lvania, Catho- 
, lies to Maryland, Baptists to Rhode Island, 
Huguttioteifof Moravians,.to North Carolina, : 
and dthe* 
bs settlings in .other, areas -4 I 
all bent upo , finding a haven of religious free­ 
dom. 
Some were intent upon being in the vanguard 
of commerce and trade with the New World. 
Rather than spend their time looking for gold, 
they set about building ships and carry ing car­ 
es between the colonies and the seaports of 
Europe. These traders and seafaring people 
bfteaTm» an especially daring and hardy race. 
There were other groups, too, such as debtors, 
political prisoners, and others who 3ought a 
new chance for freedom and success in the New 
World. 
The men and women who carved homesteads 
from uncharted wilderness and survived the 
rigors of wintry cold and uncounted hardships 
and dangers came to have an unusual love for 
fhft freedom they had found here in America. 
They had found freedom to worship as they 
believed, freedom to earn a living, to go 
where they decided to go, to say what they 
thought, and to follow any trade they desired. 
In such a setting it is not surprising that 
the early Americans came to be highly indi­ 
vid u a listic. Each ma i was recognized for what 
was and what he had done. His fellows 
quickly recognized good traits of character 
and leadership in any individual, and he was 
given a place of honor in their rustic society . 
By the same token, the indolent, the slothful, 
and the weak were treated with contempt in 
this land where a man was often called upon 
to prove his strength and ability . 
\ Small wonder, then, that a high value came 
5 to be placed upon the individual. Each per- 
5 son was recognized as having certain rights 
; —certain inalienable rights which constituted 
Lhis most valued possession. 
*** Such feelings were in the minds of our Found- 
ing Fathers when they composed the Declara­ 
tion of Independence, and later on as they 
drafted the Constitution, to this day the greatest 
document y et devised by the mind of man for 
setting up of government. 
While a great many of the people coming 
to this country in its early days were seek­ 
ing religious freedom, and while there was a 
wide divergence of beliefs, it soon became 
accepted practice that each individual should 
have the right to worship as he saw fit, re­ 
gardless of the religious beliefs of the major­ 
ity of his neighbors and friends. 
Likewise, even though there were many dif­ 
ferent beliefs, there was a strong feeling 
of religious influence pervading the lives and 
delibera tions of the peoole of that day. We 
*^re told that when the Constitutional Con- 
vention appeared bogged down hopelessly that 
Benjamin Franklin suggested that the group 
§ eek guidance through pray er — and that from 
that time substantial progress began to be made 
toward framing our great document. 
Almost without exception, the leaders of our 
have, down through the y ea rs, exhibited 


strong religious convictions. They have been 
influenced in their thinking and their decisions 
by their religious beliefs. Their actions have 
reflected moral codes born of religious origin. 
Certainly there has been considerable accent 
on the spiritual side of life throughout the entire 
development of our country. This has been one 
of the key reasons why our nation has grown to 
greatness. 
The people who settled our land were brave, 
hardy pioneers. But for them to really make 
a great effort, such as was necessary in build­ 
ing homes in the wilderness of America, it was 
necessary that they have some very real hope 
of accomplishment. In America, where each man 
was free to gain as much success as his efforts 
and capabilities would bring, 
the pioneering 
spirit of these great people found a climate ¿n 
which the rewards were great. It was the birth 
of our personal enterprise sy stem. With no gov­ 
ernment dictating regulations, with no despot 
to hamper and control, men set about to achieve 
--and they achieved greatness in a new and un­ 
challenged sense. 
The 
sum of their 
achievements 
is our 
country’s greatness today. 
Having examined the kind of people who settled 
our nation and their love of freedom.their daring, 
their self-relia nce, and their success with the 
personal enterprise sy stem, we see it would 
have been impossible for them to set up any other 
kind of government than that which we have 
had under our Constitution. 
It is called a government of the people, by 
the people, and for the people. 
Some government is necessary , of course. 
But Thomas Jefferson is quoted as saying, 
“ That government is best which governs lea st.” 
Ours is a government of the people, but, until 
“ recent y ea rs, it exercised very little control 
over its people. It simply safeguarded their 
rights and freedoms, and provided a frame­ 
work within which they could exercise their 
inalienable rights to life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness.

God forbid that the people 'of this nation should 
become indifferent to our privilege and responsi­ 
bility of sharing in the functions of government. 
If the people should ever abdicate their authority, 
some dictator will usurp the power, and tyran­ 
ny will result. 
It was the intention of the Founding Fathers 
to set up a government for the benefit of the 
people. This means that the government should 
always have as its chief aim the preserva­ 
tion of the rights and freedoms of its citizens. 
These, then, are the reasons why the United 
States stands today as the leader of the Free 
World, why it is called great in the councils 
of men of good will, and why it is hated by the 
Mistaken. 
How can America remain strong and great? 
No government leader nor any politician has- 
promulgated any principles to guide our na­ 
tion any better than those which have been 
■its-foundation of greatness down through y ears. 
If our nation is to remain great, it must remain 
true to the principles 
which have guided it 
since the day s of the thirteen colonies. Ameri­ 
ca ’s people must keep the personal enterprise 
sy stem 
alive; 
they 
must 
retain the high 
standards of morality dictated by an essentially 
religious people. Americans must place a con­ 
tinued accent on the spiritual values 
of life; 
and they must show a willingness to work for 
what they believe to be worthwhile rewards.

SEEDING WHEAT 
FOLLOWING SOYBEANS 
Soybean harvest is well un­ 
derway in this area and at 
least 175,000 acres of beans 
will be harvested in Stoddard 
County this season. Now, of 
course, part of this land is 
not too much subject to ero­ 
sion, but a big portion is sub­ 
ject to erosion and would there­ 
fore be better off if ithadaveg- 
etative cover on it this win­ 
ter. As you know, soybeans 
leave the soil in a loose, mel­ 
low, condition which causes it 
to be extremely erosive, and we 
only have to take a look at a 
sloping field in the hill area 
that has had soybeans on it 
during the winter to realize the 
effect that soybeans has on the 
land along this line. A sa mat­ 
ter of fact, this loose, mellow 
condition greatly increases the 
danger of both wind and water 
erosion. 
Growing wheat on land fol­ 
lowing soybeans has two dis­ 
tinct advantages. In the first 
place, it will provide the vege­ 
tative cover needed to prevent 
or, 
at 
least, 
decrease 
the 
amount of soil lost to erosion. 
In the second place, you can 
prepare a seedbed for wheat 
following soybeans with con- 


siderably less time and effort 
involved and at considerably 
less cost due to the loose mel­ 
low condition that the soil is 
in following a bean crop. 
You might be interested 
in 
knowing how wheat yields fol­ 
lowing soybeans. Both research 
and f&rm experience indicates 
that no significant reduction in 
yield is likely where wheat fol­ 
lows beans. An experiment of 
this nature conducted at Co­ 
lumbia over a six year period 
is indicative of this fact. On 
one plot, wheat was seeded fol­ 
lowing oat stubble which was 
plowed under as soon as the 
oats were harvested. On a sec­ 
ond plot, wheat was planted as 
soon as possible on soybean 
land disked after the beans were 
combined. All other production 
factors including wheat variety, 
planting date, planting rate, and 
kind and a mount of fertilizer ap- 
plied were the same for both 
plots. Results obtained from 
this test over the six year per­ 
iod showed that wheat following 
soybean 
averaged 
only 
1.5 
bushels per acre less than the 
wheat following oats. 
t>asea on such research re­ 
sults 
and 
actual 
farm 
ex­ 
perience, our field crops spe­ 
cialists say that seeding wheat 


following soybeans is a good 
practice if you can get the 
beans harvested and your wheat 
seeded by the end of October 
here in Southern Missouri. It is 
very important that the wheat be 
seeded as soon as possible 
after the beans are harvested. 
The fields selected for this 
purpose should, if possible, be 
the one from which the earliest 
maturing beans are harvested 
and the one most free of weeds 
and grasses. I think it is im­ 
portant that we remember that 
it is best to seed wheat on a 
firm seedbed and that soybeans 
leave the soil loose and mel­ 
low, so don’t overwork soybean 
land in preparation for wheat 
seeding. A light disking is oft­ 
en sufficient land preparation 
if the field is reasonably free 
of weeds and grasses. The trash 
does not need to be worked into 
the soil, so disking just enough 
to get the drill through the field 
without clogging up is sufficient. 
I would also like to urge you 
not to depend on the soybean 
crop to leave much carryover 
fertility for the wheat crop to 
follow. 
You should fertilize 
wheat 
following 
beans 
just 
as you would fertilize wheat 
following any other crop. 
Of 
course, a soil test is your best 
guide as to the kind and amount 
of fertilizer to apply for wheat.

Foliage Is 
Sign of Fall 
in Missouri 


COLUMBIA, MO., Oct. 1 3 - 
Mother Nature has cast off 
her spring and sum m er robes 
of green, and has blossomed out 
in a riotous burst of multi­ 
color signalling fall. Nowhere 
is this more evident than the 
forested hills and valleys of 
M issouri. 
At the risk of destroying the 
rom antic notion that Jack Frost 
races helter skelter through 
the woods, brush and paint in 
hand, 
changing leaves’ 
ldsh 
green to crim sons, golds, and 
reds of fall, Robert A. Ralston, 
MU Forestry research asso­ 
ciate and U. S. F orest Service 
scientist, has a m ore practical 
explanation. 
Ralston said this is what takes 
place. With declining autumn 
tem peratures, 
tree 
leaves 
cease 
producing 
chlorophyll 
which is responsible for the 
green 
coloration. 
Instead, 
leaves begin to form pigments 
called anthocyanins, carotene, 
and xanthophyll. 
As 
the chlorophyll 
disinte­ 
grates, the pigments are un­ 
masked revealing the tumult­ 
ous array of color so pleasing 
^o the eye, and so much a part 
of fall. 
The color shade and intensity 
in 
leaves 
depends 
on 
the 
amounts of the various pig­ 
ments 
present, 
and various 
combinations of them, Ralston 
added. 
Formation of the pigments is 
related to the amount of sugar 
accumulated by the tree and in 
solution in the cell sap of the 
leaf. Heredity also plays a part. 
T rees of the same species 
growing together often show 
differences in color because of 
individual variation in amounts 
of soluble sugars. 
Some species such as alders 
and 
locusts show 
little fall 
change in leaf coloring. O thers, 
such 
as poplars, 
tulip tree, 
beech, birch, and aspen, show 
various shades of yellow. 
More dazzling displays of red 
shades 
are

Hare Insect, the Earwig,one 
of Natures Most Obnoxious 


Although no one has ever found 
the earwig In either a wig or 
an ear, the queerly shaped lit­

ing to the 
National 
Pest 
Control Association. 


RARE INSECT 
A rarely-viewed Insect with 
the unlikely name of earwig 
probably rates as one of the 
more obnoxious nuisance pests 
In many sections of the United 
States, 
the National 
Pest 
Control Association reports. 
The European earwig arrived 
from the continent shortly after 
the turn of the century, found 
the climate in New England, 
Middle 
Atlantic 
and North­ 
western states to his liking and 
has entrenched 
himself 
in 
house and garden much to the 
dismay of fastidious house­ 
holders, says Dr. Ralph E. Heal, 
Executive 
Secretary of the 
H Association. 
Now however, other varieties, 
particularly the banded-legged 
earwig, are rapidly becoming 
prime pests in the Gulf Coast 
states, while still other mem­ 
bers of the family have happily 
taken up residence in the Great 
Plains. 
The habits and life 
cycles of aliare much the same, 
says Dr. Heal, except that the 
southern members of the family 
are more often predators, at­ 
tacking other smaller insects 
and pites for food. 
Th< fact that the earwig 
travfcs at night is probably just 


the home. The insect arrives 
usually in flowers, vegetables 
or fruit, and later may be found 
In kitchen refuse or a wet mop. 
His diet includes an appetite for 
dahlias, atonías, hollyhocks, 
sugar, starch, lettuce, straw­ 
berries, celery, potatoes, and 
seedling beans and beets. He 
Is often found to the “ silk” 
of corn. 
History doesn't record how 
Forfícula aurlculaxia L., as the 
European 
earwig Is known 
scientifically, came by

most popular name. A super­ 
stition in Europe claims that 
the earwig enters the ear and 
from that point bores Into the 
brain, but no one has ever re­ 
ported an earwig in an ear. 
This is the time of year that 
European earwigs begin enter­ 
ing the soil for their annual 
over - wintering hibernation. 
Nearly all the hibernation cells 
are within two inches of the 
surface, although there have 
been cases to which cells have 
been found six inches deep to 
the soil. 
The female spends 
about seven months in the soil 
without food. 
The average incubation period 
for egg masses is 72 days, and 
the young go through four nymph 
stages before becoming adults. 
The female is extremely so- 
licitious of her young in the 
early stages, and the male ear­ 
wig who lingers too long to 
the cell seldom lives to tell 
the tale. By early spring the 
young are ready to spread their 
wings.

study showed that Goldwater’s 
proposal to end agricultural 
programs 
would reduce farm 
income by 50 percent national­ 
ly, bankrupting one out of five 
farmers. 
Applied to Missouri, the fig­ 
ures indicate that Goldwater’s 
policies would reduce net in­ 
come an average of $1,490 per 
farm in the state. 
Robert W. Scott, of Haw River, 
N. C., national chairman of the 
rural group, said the estimates 
were taken from studies by 
agricultural economists at Iowa 
State University, Cornell Uni­ 
versity, Oklahoma State Uni­ 
versity, 
the Joint Economic 
Committee of the Congress and 
the U. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture. 


“ These 
independent studies 
reflect substantial agreement 
concerning the catastrophic ef­ 
fects of Goldwater’s proposals 
to end all farm price support 
programs,” Scott said. 
Scott noted that Gold water had 
this to say about the farm pro­ 
grams in his 1960 book, “ Con­ 
science of a Conservative” : 
“ Doing 
something about it 
means — and there can be no 
equivocation here -- prompt and 
final termination of the farm 
subsidy program.” 
Scott said the study showed 
that Missouri farmers would 
lose $196 million annually in 
cash receipts under the Gold- 
water plan. This, Scott said, 
would mean a total loss of 
$392 
million to the 
state’s 
economy because each dollar 
lost by the farmer is another 
dollar lost by the merchants 
from whom the farmer buys. 
Scott said it was reasonable 
to assume such a situation would 
jeopardize bank solvency and 
would result in a sharp drop 
in land values.

I and leadership in any individual, and he was 
given a place of honor in their rustic society. 
J By the same token, the indolent, the slothful, 
p and the weak were treated with contempt in 
this land where a man was often called upon 
I to prove his strength and ability. 
; 
Small wonder, then, that a high value came 
I to be placed upon the individual. Each per- 
; son was recognized as having certain rights 
• —certain inalienable rights which constituted 
lin s most valued possession. 
Such feelings were in the minds of our Found- 
1 ing Fathers when they composed the Declara­ 
nt tion of Independence, 
and later on as they 
I drafted the Constitution, to this day the greatest 
I document yet devised by the mind of man for 
I setting up of government. 
[ While a great many of the people coming 
to this country in its early days were seek­ 
ing religious freedom, and while there was a 
wide divergence of beliefs, it soon became 
accepted practice that each individual should 
have the right to worship as he saw fit, re­ 
gardless of the religious beliefs of the major­ 
ity of his neighbors and friends. 
Likewise, even though there were many dif­ 
ferent beliefs, there was a strong feeling 
of religious influence pervading the lives and 
deliberations of the peoole of that day. We 
Zare told that when the Constitutional Con­ 
vention appeared bogged down hopelessly that 
Benjamin Franklin suggested that the group 
seek guidance through prayer — and that from 
that time substantial progress began to be made 
toward framing our great document. 
Almost without exception, the leaders of our 
nation have, down through the years, exhibited 


strong religious convictions. They have been 
influenced in their thinking and their decisions 
by their religious beliefs. Their actions have 
reflected moral codes born of religious origin. 
Certainly there has been considerable accent 
on the spiritual side of life throughout the entire 
development of our country. This has been one 
of the key reasons why our nation has gro>vn to 
greatness. 
The people who settled our land were brave, 
hardy pioneers. But for them to really make 
a great effort, such as was necessary in build­ 
ing homes in the wilderness of America, it w'is 
necessary that they have some very real hope 
of accomplishment. In America, where each man 
was free to gain as much success as Irs efforts 
and capabilities would bring, 
the pioneering 
spirit of these great people found a climate in 
which the rewards were great. It was the birth 
of our personal enterprise system . With no gov­ 
ernment dictating regulations, with no desjxjt 
to hamper and control, men set about to achieve 
--and they achieved greatness in a new and un­ 
challenged sense. 
The 
sum of their 
achievements 
is our 
country’s greatness today. 
Having examined the kind of people who settled 
our nation and their love of freedom,their daring, 
their self-reliance, and their success with the 
personal enterprise system , we see it would 
have been impo ^sible for them to set up any other 
kind of government than that which we have 
had under our Constitution. 
It is ca1 led a government of the people, by 
the people, and for the people. 
Some government is necessary, of course. 
But Thomas Jefferson is quoted as saying, 
“ That government is best which governs least.” 
Ours is a government of the people, but, until 
“recent years, it exercised very little control 
over its people. It simply safeguarded their 
rights and freedoms, and provided a frame­ 
work within which they could exercise their 
inalienable rights to life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness. 
God forbid that the people of this nation should 
become indifferent to our privilege and responsi­ 
bility of sharing in the functions of government. 
If the people should ever abdicate their authority, 
some dictator will usurp the power, and tyran­ 
ny will result. 
It was the intention of the Founding Fathers 
to set up a government for the benefit of the 
people. This means that the government should 
always have as its chief aim the preserva­ 
tion of the rights and freedoms of its citizens. 
These, then, are the reasons why the United 
States stands today as the leader of the Free 
World, why it is called great in the councils 
of men of good will, and why it is hated by the 
Mistaken. 
How can America remain 
No government leader nor 
promulgated any principles 
tion any better than those 
-its foundation of greatness down through years. 
If our nation is to remain great, it must remain 
true to the principles 
which have guided it 
since the days of the thirteen colonies. Ameri­ 
ca’s people must keep the personal enterprise 
system 
alive; 
they 
must 
retain the high 
standards of morality dictated by an essentially 
religious people. Americans must place a con­ 
tinued accent on the spiritual values 
of life; 
and they must show a willingness to work for 
what they believe to be worthwhile rewards. 
There are those who say our country is get­ 
ting soft, that the people do not have the 
character and stamina they once did. If these 
accusations are true, they could easily foretell 
national disaster. 


There is a trend in the last few decades to­ 
ward the establishment of a welfare state, one 
in which the government assum es increasing 
power, and in which the people are shorn of 
their freedoms. We cannot believe that this is 
what the American people really want. 
It is 
tim e, therefore, for people to assert them­ 
selves, to make it known that^they are still 
willing to work, to depend upon themselves 
as did their forefathers, and that they want 
only an opportunity to achieve. Tnere is no 
guaranteed result. There can be none, even 
under strictest government regimentation. All 
we Americans ask 
is freedom of opportunity. 
Given this great freedom, plus the incentive to 
keep working for a better life, we will keep 
America great. And so long as we accord dignity 
and importance to the individual - - not to the 
state — we will work in harmony with the great 
purpose of the Creator of the Universe. Tnis is 
the spirit which made America great; this same 
spirit will keep America Great!

payrolls of M essrs. Coldwater 
and M iller, the more interest­ 
ing become the employees who 
are found drawing down gov­ 
ernm ent money. 
F irst, this column discovered 
that would be vice president 
Bill M iller had one of his law 
p artners, 
John 
II. Stenger, 
drawing a $13,742 government 
salary as a memtier of M iller’s 
office staff in Washington. 
This was at the sam e time 
M iller’s law firm was repre­ 
senting the Lockport Felt Com­ 
pany in an Antitrust Case before 
the government and at the same 
tim e M iller himself was draw­ 
ing $7,500 from Lockport Felt. 
This 
would appear to be a 
clear conflict of interest. 
On top of this, it can now be 
revealed that Mr. Coldwater 
has had an interesting employee 


on his payroll. He is Charles 
Farrington, 
who conducted a 
public relations firm in Phoe­ 
nix, Ariz., at the same time he 
was listed as a Coldwater em ­ 
ployee paid for by all the tax­ 
payers to take care of Arizona’s 
problem s in Washington. 
Farrington, who is now run­ 
ning against Rep. George E. 
■ Brown, 
California Democrat, 
has an interesting history. He 
is a native of West Virginia, 
who joined Coldwater’s staff 
as legislative assistant in 1953 
and became adm inistrative as­ 
sistant in 1954 at an approxi­ 
mate salary of $15,000 a year. 
Farrington’s biographer then 
states that he held the latter 
job with Coldwater “ until 1957, 
when he resigned to form his 
own community relations and 
public affairs business in Phoe­ 
nix.” 
Farrington’s campaign bro­ 
chure further states that he 
was campaign manager for Re­ 
publican Paul Fannin in 1958, 
when Fannin was elected Gov­ 
ernor of A r ­ 
senate 
disbursing 
records, 
however, tell a far different 
story. They show that F arring­ 
ton actually remained on Cold­ 
w ater’s 
office 
payroll until 
March 31, 1959. Thus he was

FBI Sees D ragnets, Mass Sur­ 
veillance, House Detentions If 
W arren Commission Policy Is 
“ Implemented 
.[Washington, D .C a—In some 
regions of this land the FBI 
estim ates there a re at least 
5,000 men and women who are 
threats to the life of a visit­ 
ing President of the UB. be­ 
cause they are of all shades 
of subversion, emotionally un­ 
stable or irrational in behavior. 
This is an awesome number 
since this land of ours is of 
many regions. How, then, can 
a swiftly moving President be 
made secure? Shall these tens 
of thousands be rounded up in 
concentration cam ps the mo­ 
ment a P resident's itinerary is 
released? Shall they be kept 
under some vast network of sur­ 
veillance? Or shall they be put 
under house a rre st? 
In 
Chicago 
the 
other 
day agents of the Federal Al­ 
cohol and Tobacco Unit set 
aside rooms in a motel for the 
detention of some men during 
a visit by President Johnson. 
They walked in on the home 
of a gun dealer without a search 
warrant and demanded that he 
move to the motel for the night. 
They had no subpenas nor rea­ 
son to suspect the man they kept 
under house detention. 
During a previous visit of 
President Johnson to that city, 
the police moved m on leftwing­ 
ers associated with groups such 
as the F air Play for Cuba Com­ 
mittee.

The insinuation here is that 
the FBI was rem iss in its duty 
in not naming Lee Harvey Os­ 
wald as a potential assassin be­ 
cause he was a Marxist and had 
lived in Russia. Should Oswald 
then have been picked up? What 
say the civil liberties organiza­ 
tions to that? 
If the Commission, headed by 
Supreme Court Justice Earl 
Wa rf do, is right in its criti­ 
cism , what should the FBI do 
in th6 future when, for example, 
the President visits New Yorv 
City. There a re scores of men 


in die big city who have iiveu 
in or visited Russia and even 
Communist China. 
Snould they be rounded up or 
put under house a rre st? What of 
the hard core m em bers of the

P arty which now 
numbers some 10,000 by its own 
count?

list? 
This is a compilation of 
the full spectrum running from 
Communists to Ku Klux K in s­ 
men. It is officially a list of

or 
sub­ 
versive or which has adopted 
or shows 
a 
policy of advo­ 
cating the com m ission of acts 
of force o r violence to deny 
other persons their rights un­ 
der the Constitution of theU.S., 
or which seeks to alter the form 
of government of the U £. by 
unconstitutional m eans."

Soybean harvest Is well un# 
tlerway 
in this area 
and at 
least 175,000 a c re s of beans 
will be harvested In Stoddard 
County 
this 
season. Now, of

of this land is 
not too much subject to ere# 
sion, but a big portion is sub­ 
ject to erosion and would there­

Nowhere 
is this m ore evident than the 
forested hills and valleys of 
M issouri. 
At the risk of destroying the* 
rom antic notion that Jack F ro st 
ra c e s 
helter 
skelter through 
the woods, brush and paint in 
hand, 
changing leaves' 
lush 
green to crim sons, golds, and 
reds of fall, Robert A. Ralston, 
MU F o re stry research asso­ 
ciate and U. S. F o rest Service 
scientist, has a more practical 
explanation. 
Ralston said this is what takes 
place. 
With declining autumn 
tem p eratu res, 
tree 
leaves 
cease 
producing 
chlorophyll 
which 
is responsible for the 
green 
coloration. 
Instead, 
leaves begin to form pigments 
called anthocyanins, carotene, 
and xanthophyll. 
As 
the chlorophyll 
disinte­ 
g rates, the pigments are un­ 
masked revealing the tumult­ 
ous a rra y of color so pleasing 
to the eye, and so much a part 
of fall. 
The color shade and intensity 
in 
leaves 
depends 
on

amounts of the various pig­ 
ments 
present,

combinations of them, Ralston 
added.

Rare Insect, the Earwig,one 
of Natures Most Obnoxious 


Although no one h a s ever found 
the earwig in either a wig or 
an ear, the queerly shaped lit­ 
tle 
pest has 
become an ob­ 
noxious nuisance In many parts 
of the United States, accord­ 
ing to the 
National 
Pest 
Control Association. 


RARE INSECT 
A ra re ly -'dewed Insect 
with 
the unlikelv 
name of earwig 
probably rates as one of the 
mere obnoxious nuisance pests 
In many sections of the United 
States, 
the National 
Pest 
Control Association reports. 
The European earwig arrived 
from the continent shortly after 
the turn of the century, found 
the climate In New England, 
Middle 
Atlantic 
and North­ 
western states to his liking and 
has entrenched 
himself 
in 
house and garden much to the 
dismay 
of 
fastidious house­ 
holders, says Dr. Ralph E. Heal, 
Executive 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Association. 
Now however, other varieties, 
particularly the banded-legged 
earwig, are rapid]- becoming 
prime pests In the Gulf Coast 
states, while still other mem­ 
bers of the family have happily 
taken up residence in the Great 
Plains. 
The habits and life 
cycles of all are much the same, 
says Dr. Heal, except that the 
southern members of the family 
are more often predators, a t­ 
tacking other sm aller insects 
and flites for food. 
Thai 
fact 
that 
the 
earwig 
travels at night Is probably just 
as #ell, since it Is unlikely 
that lith e r male or female would 
win ary beauty contests even in 
the insect world. 
The earwig 
has often been described 
as 
repulsive 
looking, prim arily 
because of the strong 
pair 
of fqrcepts on the rear part 
of the 
reddish -brown 
bod;-. 
Furtherm ore, this Insect em its 
a foifl odor. 
That the earwig has 
not 
gained greater notoriety 
is 
probably due to the fact that 
there are conflicting reports 
concerning the extent of damage 
that he does to plants, one of 
his favorite sources of food. 
Man usually gives the earwig 
a lift when It comes to entering 


the home. 
The insect arriv es 
usually in flowers, vegetables 
or fruit, and later may be found 
In kitchen refu.se or a wet mop. 
His diet includes an appetite for 
dahlias, 
zinnias, 
hollyhocks, 
sugar, starch, lettuce, straw ­ 
berries, celery, potatoes, and 
seedling beans and beets. 
He 
is often found in the “ silk** 
of corn. 
History doesn't record how 
Forficuia auricularia L., as the 
European 
earwig 
is 
known 
scientifically, 
came by 
his 
most popular name. A super­ 
stition in Europe claim s that 
the earwig enters the ear and 
from that point bores into the 
brain, but no one has ever r e ­ 
ported an earwig in an ear. 
This is the tim e of year that 
European earwigs begin en ter­ 
ing the soil for their annual 
over - wintering 
hibernation. 
Nearly all the hibernation cells 
are within two inches of 
the 
surface, although there have 
been cases in which cells have 
been found six inches deep in 
the soil 
The female spends 
about seven months in the soil 
without food. 
The average incubation period 
for egg m asses is 72 days, and 
the young go through four nymph 
stages before becoming adults. 
The female is extremely so- 
licitious of her young in the 
early stages, and the male e a r­ 
wig who lingers too long in 
the cell seldom lives to tell 
the tale. 
By early spring the 
young are ready to spread their 
wings. 
Earwigs are not often seen in 
flight because their wings are 
not strong enough to lift their 
bodies. On occasions they may 
climb to a lofty location and 
take off in gliding flight. 
Chlordane or DDT dusts and 
sprays will control the e a r­ 
wig, says Dr. Heal, but he ad­ 
vises that more serious infes­ 
tations should be treated by a 
professional pest control o per­ 
ator. 
No one has ever seen an e a r­ 
wig in anear, but large num bers 
try to make house and garden 
a haven, causing householders 
no end of concern, says 
the 
National 
Pest 
Control 
Association. 
Efficiency,

although still a worthy one, 
is far less attainable.” 
Browne is here for a 5-day 
conference 
with 
president's 
of 
the nation's

banks, 
farmer-owned 
institutions which now hold a 
record 
$3.5 
billion in out­ 
standing 
long-term, 
farm 
mortgage loans. 
This total 
Is expected to mount signif­ 
icantly 
by 
the year's 
end, 
according to Browne. 
Events in agriculture in re­ 
cent months tend to hinder, 
rather 
than ease, farm ers’ 
efforts to maintain satisfactory 
progress, Browne observed, as 
the 
price-cost 
squeeze con­ 
tinues to tighten.

FarmGroup Says Coldwater 
Farm Policies Would Cost 
Missourians $392 Million 
WASHINGTON, D. C., — Sena­ 
tor 
B arry Goldwater’s agri­ 
culture policies would cost Mis­ 
so u ri's economy $392 million 
annually, bankrupting as many 
as 32,400 of the state’s farm ers, 
Rural Americans for Johnson 
and Humphrey said here today. 
The 
organization 
said 
its 
study showed that Goldwater’s 
proposal to end agricultural 
program s 
would reduce farm 
income by 50 percent national­ 
ly, bankrupting one out of five 
farm ers. 
Applied to M issouri, the fig­ 
ures indicate that Goldwater’s 
policies would reduce net In­ 
come an average of $1,490 per 
farm in the state. 
Robert W. Scott, of Haw River, 
N. C., national chairman of the 
rural group, said the estim ates 
were taken from studies by 
agricultural economists at Iowa 
S^ate University, Cornell Uni­ 
versity, Oklahoma State Uni­ 
versity, 
the 
Joint Economic 
Com m ittee of the Congress and 
the U. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture. 


“ These 
independent studies 
reflect substantial agreement 
concerning the catastrophic ef­ 
fects of Goldwater’s proposals 
to end all farm price support 
program s,” Scott said. 
Scott noted that Coldwater had 
this to say about the fhrm pro­ 
gram s in his 1960 book, “ Con­ 
science of a Conservative” : 
“ Doing 
something 
about it 
means — and there can be no 
equivocation here — prompt and 
final term ination of the farm 
subsidy program .” 
Scott said the study showed 
that 
M issouri farm ers would 
lose $196 million annually in 
cash receipts under the Cold­ 
w ater plan. This, Scott said, 
would mean a total loss of 
$392 
million 
to the 
state’s 
economy because each dollar 
lost by the farm er is another 
dollar lost by the merchants 
from whom the farm er buys. 
Scott said it was reasonable 
to assum e such a situation would 
jeopardize bank solvency and 
would result in a sharp drop 
in land values.

Acting on instructions from 
Moscow, 
Soviet Ambassador 
Anatoly Dobrynin called at the 
White House yesterday and told 
the President the Soviet policy 
of "strengthening peace, peace­ 
ful 
coexistence among 'ouu- 
tries with different social sys­ 
tems, and further relaxation of 
tensions" will not be changed. 
Officials said that two devel­ 
opments gave significant but by 
no means conclusive evidence 
of how the future course of So­ 
viet policy might develop. 
The new Moscow rulers sent 
a message to Johnson and many 
other world leaders announcing 
the change of government and 
offering assurance that basic 
Soviet foreign policy including 
peaceful coexistence, would not 
be changed. The approach to 
Johnson by Ambassador Dob­ 
rynin was clearly a bid for con­ 
tinued UJS^Soviet friendly rela­ 
tions in the immediate future. 
About the same time the top 
leaders of Red China, led by 
Mao Tze-tung, sent a message 
of congratulations to Brezhnev 
and Kosygin. 
U.S. officials sec this partly 
as a bid to establish contact 
with the new Russian leaders 
and thus open the way for rec­ 
onciliation talks.

Financial assistance Is 
made available through several 
plans under the Army Student 
Nurse Program. Enrolled stu­ 
dents receive pay and allow­ 
ances for the concluding 12 to 
24 months of their schooling. 
A general requirement for en­ 
rollment under the Army Stu­ 
dent Nurse Program Is that the 
applicant must be from 18 to 
28, 
a citizen

This assignment is usually fol­ 
lowed by the Individual's choice

location and specialty In 
nursing. 
Along with the commission, 
the Army nurse receives all 
the benefits and privileges of 
an Army officer. Pay is good 
considering all these benefits 
— base pay for a salary, free 


medical and dental care, hous­ 
ing, military clothing, food and 
travel. 
They have use of hospital and 
post facilities such as the of­ 
ficers' club, post exchange and 
the commissary. 
After completing six months of 
the flA;t duty assignment, the 
newly 
commissioned 
Army 
nurse may apply for overseas 
duty. If the nurses' perform­ 
ance of duties has been satis­ 
factory he or she may soon 
receive orders to report to 
any one of the following areas:
